A.: Cocoa contains no opiate or 
narcotic drug It is no more habit 
form ing than coffee, its stim ulat­ 
ing effect being due to a similar 
substance to caffeine, theobro­ 
mine. It has a very high nutritive 
value, and if you are taking it 
to gain weight, you have a good 
meant. 


J. M ..T.: W hat are the medi­ 
cinal 
properties of 
sauerkraut 
juice? 
A.: It Is mildly laxative, it is 
rich in Vitamin C. and will pre­ 
vent scurvy in children as well 
as orange juice (D r. Rico—A r­ 
chives of P ediatrics), on account 
of its content of lactic acid and 
lactic acid bacillus it is good for 
intestinal putrefaction and it is 
stim ulating to the appetite. 


F. P. A.:— How high can blood 
sugar rise in a glucose tolerance 
test? 
A nrwer: Th# glucose tolerance 
test is conducted by obtaining a 
specimen of blood in the fasting 
a u te, then feeding th* subject 
IOO gram s of glucose flavored with 
lemon juice by mouth. Specimens 
of blood are secured at half hour, 
one, two and three hour intervals 
after the glucose is ingested. The 
curve normally goes up to 140 
(mg. glucose per IOO cc. blood) 
a t one hour and then drops so 
that it reaches SO to IOO mg. a t 
the three hour interval. Any in­ 
crease in this indicates diabetes.

The Justice department had a 
delicate crime problem tossed in its 
lap when Edgar Brown of the N a­ 
tional Negro Congress recently is­ 
sued 
a statem ent 
that 
he had 
polled one million Negro service­ 
men. and that around 80 percent 
of them would vote Republican. In 
so doing, Brown violated the sol- 
dier-vote act, which m akes it a 
criminal offence merely to ask any 
serviceman how he will vote. 
It is now up to the Justice D e­ 
partment to enforce the law which

anti-Roosevelt Democrats pushed 
through in order to make it a** 
tough as possible for the soldier 
vote to be exploited by the Ad­ 
ministration.

He indicated that the Justice 
Department should be lenient in 
enforcement of the law. However, 
J lust ice Department officials say 
that the law is the law, and once 
Congress passes it, they have no | 
choice. If they attem pt to be len­ 
ient with any law, they are likely 
to have a bunch of irate congress­ 
men jumping on their necks. 
Meanwhile, as long as the law 
remains on the statute books, it 
is a criminal offense even for a 
father to ask hL» soldier son how 
he intends to vote in November.
